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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Upon reconsideration of the evidence of record together with arguments of 
applicants it has been found that the primary reference to Knoll does not disclose the 
SBS block copolymer wherein the elastomer=rubbery segment B is a B-block copolymer 
comprising both monovinyl arene and conjugated diene monomers. Knoll discloses a B- 
block that is a homopolymer of polybutadiene, column 3, lines 3-44. The secondary 
reference to Stephens discloses hydrogenated, controlled distribution block copolymer 
having B-block copolymer comprising at least one conjugated diene and at least one 
mono-alkenyl arene. However, there is no motivation to combine the teachings of these 
two references to replace the elastomeric midblock in Knoll's invention with a B-block 
copolymer in Stephens for controlling the elasticity properties for a SBS block 
copolymer in Knoll's invention. 

Terminal Disclaimer 

2. The terminal disclaimer filed on 07/20/2005 disclaiming the terminal portion of 
any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of 
the Patent 6,759,454 has been reviewed and is accepted.
